Cuban Rebels Lead Spanish Troops Into 
an Amburh. 

Meagre details have been received at 
Havana ofan attack*upon the famous 
Platerocamp of the insurgents by Col. 
Earigne Segura’a column, which was ad- 
mittedly severe for the Spaniards. The 
official report, however, places the loss 
of the troops at only one lientenant and 
fonr privates killed, and one captain and 
twenty-ceven privates wounded, while 
the reported | ss ¢f the insurgenta was 
fifty-nine killed left on the field, and 
estimat 4 100 wonnded carried otf. Col. 
Segura left Yaagajay, at the head of -his 
colamn on May %, and enconntered an 
insurgent ambush at Santa Cruz = These 
retreated, however, after on'y askirmish, 
Ariiving at Seibaho, Col. Segura perceiv- 
ed insurgent infantry going towards the 
camp. he troopa went in pursnit, pro- 
ceeding cantiousiy, however, thongh only 
el.ght resistance was offered to their ad- 
vance. They went forward until they 
came opposite lofty hills and inaccessible 
heights where the insurgenta had built a 
stronghold with entrenchments and 
earthworks. Herea bloody engagement 
occurred, The insurgents al.owed the 
colamn to advans+ until part had enter- 
ed adetile, close onder the heights, the 
cavalry and bavyage (rain, however, still 
inthe rear. Ina moment the heights 
biaved with a endden tire of mueketry 
and there was hurlad down upon the 
troops a deadly shower of dynamite 
bons and ebells, which exploded in the 
ranke of the Spaniards, Phis endden 
onslauzht war fotally unexpected, and 
threw the troops intoa temporary panic. 
It looked like a ront,and es though the 
insurgents would carry everything before 
them. Theartiliery was thrown into 
confasion, and was helpleea aud useless, 
and was placed hora de combat, The 
noier which were dragging the pce 
shied at the noise and fire of the explo- 
eives, and follintoa ditch, The artillery- 
men hadto lift two of the cannon ont of 
the dite and into position by main 
atrepyth before they became available for 
service atall They were trained on the 
rocks and loaded with shell, but there 
was noenemy visible to tire npon, the 
only sign ofthem being a heavy smoke 
clond which hung over the rocks, and 
showed where the terrible attack had 
come frou.

By meatus of the vitascope life eiz. 
fivnres of men, women and animale and 


scenes from nature are thrown upon a 
ecreen, and ;resent co the spectator an 
animated, moving panorama, The re 
sult ia intensely interesting and pleasing, 


but Mr, Edison ig not quite eatisfied yet. 
He wanta now to improve the phono- 
grapb so that it will record double the 
amount of sonnd thatit does at present; 
and he hopes then to combine this im- 
proved phonograph with the vitascope as 
to make it possible for an andience to 
witness a phonographic reproduction of 
an opera or a play-—to see the movemente 
offthe actorsand hear their voices as 
plainly as though they were witnessing 
the original production iteelf,and when 
it is remembered what marvels Edison 
has produced, it would not seem at all 
improbable that he may vet add this one 
to his many others. 

The vitascope has been called an ea- 
larged kinetoscope. It is more than 
that, It is an improved kinetoscope. 
Fdiaon worked on it for several monthe, 
aud after spending fally $20,000 on his 
experiments, threw away the machine he 
had perfected and etarted anew. In thie 
machine he used a shutter on the prin: 
ciple of the one used in the kimetoscope, 
but it gave kinetoscopje effects, and 
those he didn’t want. So he dispensed 
entirely with the shutter in the vita 
scope, and secured the vitascopic etlects 
by the nse of Jenses and an arc light, 


The vitascope power consists of a small 
lens, such as is used in an ordinary 
camera. This Jeng ia neareat the screen. 
Right behind it ie a metal frame about 
an inch anda half equare, aver which 
the picture to be reproduc-d pasees, Be- 
hind thisia a large lens, and right be- 
hind this lens is an are light of 2.000 
candle power. The pictures to be repro- 
Anuead have been cupied on kinetoacope 
films. and are no bigger than the nail of 
one’s little finger. Each of these filma is 
fifty feetin length, and contains seyeral 
hundred pictures that goto make up the 
panorama, The film passes over a series 
of wheels at a very rapid rate, propelled 
by electricity, and as the pictnre passes 
the frame behind the amall lens mention- 
ed, the light fromthe arc lamp passing 
through the large lens and being tocured 
upon it, throws the picture throngh | the 
smaller lens upon the screes, magnitiod 
six hundred times. : 

Tuna the animated, miniature picture, 
taken by the kinetoecope, ia reproduced 
life cize, in allits detail and definition, 
on the screen, The first picture Edison 
produced by means of the vitascope waé 
that of a danseuse, wall known on the 
vaudeville stage of New York, She went 
to the Wizard’s laboratory in Orange, N. 
J., one day, and for tive minutes execut 
eda pretty pas de gen! before the kineto 
scope. Her every movement wae photo- 
graphed onthe kinetoscope tilm, from her 
opening bow to the ‘kies she wafted to 
the Wizard whew she finished. Edison 
placed this film in the vitascope and 
thew the enlarged counterpart on a 
acreen. He was delighted with th* re 
sult—it was the pretty dancer, life size, 
repeating the pas de seul, But in the 
reproduction there was an almost total 
atwence of the vibration so noticeable in 
the kinetoscope, and that circumstance 
made the picture seem all the more pet 
ural. 

Au astonishing feature of the vitascope 
in that it throws any and all colors on 
the screen. toa the case of the dancer 
mentioned, her ganza skirt waa pink, an 
underskirt was blue, whi.e her bodice 
was palegreen. These colora were pro- 
duced in all their naturalnesa on the 
ecreen, but it should be said they were 
not photographed on the kinetoscope 
Him, bat they were painted on it later 
and in ench a way that they do not rub 
off as the film passes over the wheels of 
the vitascope. 

Another interesting feature of the vita 
FCope, is & Maghet that is saspended be- 
fore the frame over which the film pasees. 
Close to this magnet ia a small dynamo. 
Ihe purpose of the magnet ig to protect 
the film from being melted by the feussed 
light when the are light behind the large 
lene is burning. The light thus focussed 
on the frame is very intense; and if al- 
lowed to rest for a moment on the film 
would melt it. ‘The magnet being in the 
way, culs off the light. But waen the 
electrical current is tured into the vita- 
ecope, and the wheels carrying the tilms 
are set in motion, the dynamo is aleo 
charged and the magnet ia drawn to it, 
aothat the light can eatrike the moving 
fiim and send its picture through the 
amaller Jens. Thos the light is not 
foeuszed on any part of the film fora 
moment and the latter is not melted, 
When the current is cut off the vitagecope 
the magnet falls from the dynamo to ite 
place in frent ofthe frame and ite mis- 
sion of protecting the film from destrne 
tion is resumed. 

As stated the films now used in the 
exhibition of the vitaseope are each 50 
feet in length, bot they are to be im- 
proved shortly by filme 140 to 500 feet 
in length, Preturea for these time are 
how being taken, and among thein are 
Niagara Falle, a steamer going down the 
Laciine Rapida, andan ocean greyhound 
leaving her pier with her decks cro sded 
With passengers waving adiens to their 
frienda on shore.

U. 8. Government Will Allow Canadian 
Wheat to be Ground in Bond. 
A dispatch from Duluth says: Private 


advices have heen received here from the 
east to the efiect that the treasury de- 


partment hag jist made a ruling that | 


wheat passing through the country from 


Canada to Europe, or back to Canada, 


may beground into flour in this country, 
by the payment of duty, and when the 
product is chi: ped out of this country, a 
drawback ofall but 1 per cent. can be 
had. For instance, Manitoba’ wheat can 
be shipped to Daluth, as at present, in 
bond; on its arrival here on payment of 
2) per cent.ad valorem duty it caa be 
taken to the milis and ground into fiour, 
and when the resulting tlour leaves for 
New York nineteen-twentieths of the 
duty will be paid back by this govern- 
ment. The customs officials have been 
unaware of such a construction of theex. 
isting Jawa, and no official notification of 
the ruling has as yet been received here. 
Of course the ruling would apply aa well 
to Minneapolis as to Daluth, Itia under 
stood that the head of the lakes millers 
have obtained thia construction of the 
law through the Wisconsin delegation in 
congress. Ji will afford the head 
of the lakes millers a much targar 
field in which to seek for grain, 
and ouglit to stimulate greatly the ship- 
mente of Manitoba wheat in bond 
through this point. During the present 
crop year Manitoba has shipper i more 
bonded wheat than eyer-- 2,008 505 buch.

SENTENCE OF DEATH. 


VERDICT OF THE COURT MARTIAL ON 
AMERICAN FiLIBUSTERS. 


Caught on Hoard The Schooner Competi-_ 
tor—President Cleveland Wili Not P r- 
mt the Prisoners to be Executed on 
the Conviction of a Military Tribunal. 


The verdict of the conrt martial which 
tried Laborde, Milton. and other mem- 
bera of the crew of the Competitor, was 
rendered the other night. It provided 
that allthe prisoners shall be pat w 
death. The fact that two of the men 
sere Americans was ignored, andthe plea 
of two others that they were kidnapped 
off the vessel was not believed. Gilde, 
the other prisoner, who was reported to 
be ¢ subject of Great Pritain, is now said 
to be anaturalized American citizen, 

The names of the prisoners are Alfredo 
Laborde, a native of New Orleans; Owen 
Milton, of Kansas; Wa. Gilde, an kug- 
lishman: and Dr Fias Pedia and Teo- 
doreo Maza, both Cubans. 

Jnlins Cnambers, the New York Jouar- 
nal’s correspondent. telegraphs from 
Washington as follows: Preenient Cleve- 
land will not permit the summary execn- 
tion of American citizens by “Batcher” 
Weyler, Secretary Oiney was summon- 
edtothe White Honse. After a long 
conference returned to the state depart- 
ment, and sent for Senor lapny De 
Lome, the Spanish minister, To him he 
atated the position of the president in 
anequiyocal terms. However ambiguens 
the secretary of state may have been in 
former communications, thie time hie 
language admi ted of ne misconception, 
The secretary declared that inthe opin- 
ion of the president, the Caban «nestion 
bad assumed a more acute stage than any 
aince the beginning of war on theisiand, 
General Weyler hag refused to intervene 
in the casos of the condemned men of the 
Competitor. The president is detenmin- 
ad that these prisoners shall not be exe- 
cuted upon the conviction of a military 
court. In no wrevions case involying the 
rights of the citizons of the United 
States, has President Cleveland mani: 
fected so much interest and determina. 
tion as in the present, regarding the 
status and rights of the Americans cap- 
tured on the Competitor. The Spanish 
minister expreased the utmost aolicitude, 
and hastening tothe cable ctlice, sent a 
long message. The indications are tliat 
President Cleveland will havense for the 
magnificent fleet of war vessels arrayed 
under the flag of Admiral Bunce, earlier 
than he had supposed. It is evident 
that the President has decided to call a 
halt npon the Spanish buteheries in 
Cuba. The only event that can prevent 
the sending of the nava! vessels to Hava- 
na isthe complete backdown of Weyler. 
The opinion prevails in the state depart- 
ment that Weyler will flad some way to 
atay the execution ofthe Americans, and 
to promise all the delay demandet by 
this government, General biutziugh Lee 
was directed to go Havana withont 
delav. He will leave for Tampa at the 
earliest moment. 

It isoflicially eonfirmed that the United 
States has presented a reclamation, an- 
nouncing that the application of the 
protocs! of Is77 he extended to the 
American citizens arrested on board the 
Competitor. The America i note declares 
that the prigoners cannot be court mar- 
tiailed, becanse they cannot he consider 
é{as having been canght with arma in 
theirhiands., The ministers interrogated 
replied that the reclamation involve a 
problem that will have tobe decided ac 
cording to international law and existing 
treaties. 

It has become known that the Pritish 
anaul also intervened inthe name of his 
yg s@rnment on behalf ofthe Competitors 
cara ves scentenced to death, Heinvokes 
cler eney for the prisoners. This action 
of ti, Uitish government in the cas+ has 
cansesd «- enesation in Havana and it has 
been the topic of comment by all social 
Clagses in ike community. 

It would i diflienlt to @.y from any 
admiserons made in official qnarters 
what efleet this new development will 
have in tue ease, There ie a marked 
abaence of i1- ilitity manifested in the 
comments o. 5) subyjwet and the action 
of the British ti tial seers to have been 
taken in very good part. Tt is pointed 
out that the intervention of the British 
consul is conched in very different form 
from thatof the | NS consn! general and 
is, in fact, expressed in very friendly 
terms, invoking the clemency of the Span- 
isi anthorities, The qneation of the 
execution of the captives of the Competi- 
tor is recognized to be one cf the most 
important which has oeeurred since the 
insurrection hroke out. Now that the 
question has been referred to the govern 
ment in Madrid, the situation in Playana 
has qonieted down thongh there is ne 
cessation of interest and discussion of the 
question, The attitnde of the poblie is 
rather one of waiting on the resolution 
of the Madrid government. The wating 
is attended by mach impatience and no 
little anxiety. 

The Spanish government have been 
asked to approve the death sentence pace- 
ed by a court martial upon the men = eap- 
turad on board the Conpetitor. This 
places the fateofthe men ia the hands of 
the authorities at Madrid, and insnres 
that they will notbhe execnied without 
an order from the Spanish government,

‘ WILL SEEK SUNKEN TREASURE, 


Inventor I.ake Pianse a Submarine Craft 


With Wheels on Her Keel, 


The Lake Submarine company is heing 
formed in Baltimore, to build a subma- 
rine boat with which it is” proposed to 
eearch the bottom of the sea for the mil- 
lion dollars worth of wreckage that 
storms of yewrs have strewn there. Mr, 
Wiliam ‘Ty, Maister, president of the Col- 
uimbian Tron Works is treasnrer of the 
company, and the boat will be built at 
hia ship yarda, Thecoupany has been 
incorporated under the laws of Now 
Jersey, and most of the directors live in 
that state. 

Mr. Simon Lake is the president and 
inventor of the craft. Heis abont thirty 
years old. He has been a machiniet and 
has come fron a long line of practical 
mechanics, The boat will much resemble 
the civar shaped Nautilas, of Jales 
Verne’s “Twenty Thousand [Leagues 
Under the Sea.”’ One difference will be 
that the Lake boat is intended for freight 
purposes, and will have a speed onder 
water of only eight milesan hour. It is 
entirely a commerrial scheme, and is 
intended to restore tocommerce much of 
ihe valnable goods lost at sea. 

‘Tie boat will be constructed of steel. 
It will be propelled by steam on the sur- 
face and from electricity in ¢torage bat- 
teries under water, The inventor says it 
may be worked at a depth of 140 feet. 

The trial veasel tobe built at the Mai- 
etership yarde will be foity feet long and 
from ten to fifieen feet in diameter. It 
willcarry a crew of six men aud will be 
capable of staving on the bottom for 
forty houra without renewing the air, 
The openings where the divera will go 
out to work will be ou the bottom, and 
the water wil be kept out of the apart- 
ment fom which they leave the boat Ly 
air pressure. Montter electric lights, 
which, Mr. Lake says, will illuminate 
the ocean bed for 2006r 300 feet around 
the yaesel, ag it yoes hunting for wrecks, 
Will be sbipped, When the craft strikes 
boitom if will run on three wheels, two 
of which will be furnished with claws, 
eoas to act as additional propellers, The 
Operator will guide the boat from the 
stern, behind the electric lighta. ‘The 
wiative airand water préeaeure will be 
shown by guages for each, 

A derrick will be fastened on the front 
end,to be used in lifting wreckage. 
Proight boats will aceorpany the motor 
boat, being attached like trailer on the 
street cara. Thev will remain open while 
thediver ie work. Tle will load the 
wreckage on the derrick, which will 
swing around and drop it in the freight 
trailers. When they are full the water 
will be forced out by the release of com- 
pressed air and the freight boate will 
thus become so light they will that te 
the surface, 

The company not only expects to raise 
wree age, but to discover coral, sponge 
and offer valnable submarine deposits. 
Ir will also lay foundation for bridge 
piers,
